It was whether the 
province should have an active, ag- 
gressive policy in the interests of 
its people or shouid further submit 
to ring rule. The ring won, but now 
don’t know, what to go with their vic- 
jtory. For if they undertake to realize 
the fruits of it,--that is take over the 
premienship jthemselves—thq ques- 
tion would arise which part of the 
ring was to have control, The riog 
would thereby be broken and its pow- 
er gone. They are in the hayypy. posi- 
tion of the men whw having a tiger 
by the tail does not know. whether to 
Boid om or to let go. Possibiy having 
learned that Premier Dunswuir can 
command support that they did not

THE WAR. 


The stolid Dutchmen of the late 
South African republics seem to have 
a great deal of very grim humor. They 
evidently chose the date fixed by Lord 
Kitchener’s proclamation for the con- 
clusion of the war, as the one upon 
which to score their most aotable sucs 
cesses, for many monihs.In three af- 
fairs taking place at wid. ly separated 
points in the scene of war at about 
the same time, they killed or eaptured 
over 400 British’ troops and four guns. 
Had this occurred gighteen or twenty 
months ago it would not have been 
thought much of, We were used to 
such things then. The country was 
strongly held by the Boers in large 
numbers, its topography was un- 
known, the vast majority of British 
officers and men were unused to war, 
and all were absolutely new to Boer 
tactics. ;But since that ‘time ithe 
fighting Boers have been reduced in 
numbers to a mere handful, the coun- 
try has been overt run by British col- 
umns; officers and men have « had 
nearly tavo years in which to become 
{femiliar with Boer warfare, and yet 


these disasters occurred. 


Under the circumstances it would 
be folly to deny that there must ba 
something radically wrong with the 
British army, or with its management, 
Pride of race and of place tends ta 
shut our eyes to the facts. But ithe 
facts are there and the sooner they 
are recognized the better. The time 
for excuses for British disasters in 
South Africa has gone by. Excuses 
under existing circumstances only 
make us ridiculous, in the eyes of the 
world. Excuses at this stage of the 
game are an admission that we are 
dealing with) better men than our.

selves. ‘ 


The succeses of the Boers have been 
achieved by concentrating a large 
force urexpectedly against a smaller 
force of British. Nothing éould be sim- 
pler; and once it hag been done ef- 
fectively no effort an the part of the 


British can prevent success. 
It would naturally be expected 


that British officers, with the fre- 
sources of the empire ai command, 
and the experience of the past in view 


would keep themselves posted on the 
movements of the Boers. The 
one cause~ of almost all the 
British disasters is that they have 
not done so. There is only one con- 
clusion to be drawm from the facts— 
that the average British officer lacks 
the intelligence required by his posi- 
tion and responsipilities. 

No doubt Lord Kitchenen will be 
blamed . for these Yisasters by 
Some of the anti war crities.

from the start. As long as the rate 
is for. export only no Iccal interest 
can be prejudiciai!y affected, and this 
would be the most effective aid, to- 
wards building up| an export business. 
It was very satisfactory to find that 
the railway men seemed fully alive to 
the necessity of Alberta’s surplus crop 
finding a profitable outlet, and recog- 
nized that they nad a common interest 
in aiding to dispose of that surplus. 
only drawback was that they werg 
not prepared to do apy more until the 
situation hecame more pressing. While 
it is just thot pressure of the situa- 
tion that every one is interested in 
avoiding as far as possible, by secur- 
ing an open and unlimited market for 
our grain. The case for an exppit 
rate to Vancouver for the company 
and the producer is this. The com- 
pany haul our grain 1,500 miles to Fort 
Willicm for 30c per hundr They 
get a low tate for the | haul, and 
therefore make very litile profit. We 
pay what isin the aggregote a high 
rate and therefore realize a small 
profit from our produce.. A 20c rate 
to Vancouver, 89 miles, would give 
the company a much more profitable 
rate than they now get for hauling to 
ort William, 9nd,.the producer would 
benefit to the extent of 10 cents a 
hundred pounds on bis grain. A very 
fair margin of profit. Of course we 
in Alberta have not such a very great 
deal of grain secking an export mar- 
ket as yet. But. if we cannot get’ rid 
advantageously of the small quantity 
which we now have seeking} a market 
how is the farmer going to increase his 
production and) so increase the ex- 
port. This district was held back for 
years by the delay in granting rates 
into the Kobjenay. It is to be hoped 
the mistake will not be repeated in 


the matter of export rates to the 
Pacific coast. 
The distributing rates granted ‘to 


Edmonton wholesalers in dealing with 
the trade along the C.& E. as far 
south as Red Deer, although a com> 
paratively small concession, will be im- 
mediately beneficiai in its effect both 
to the whofesale trade of Edmonton 
and to the points on the C. & E. which 
are thus brought within reach. The 
country from Red Deer north has now 
a very large population which is be- 
ing increased rapi idly by immigration, 
and its trade is increasing gtill more 
rapidly than the population. Tio be 
placed in a positiou to trade at all 
points of such a territory within one 
hundred miles is a great advantage , 
to wholesale trade here, and the great- 
er the number of wholesale centres 
with which retailers at those points 
can deal the better for them and for 
‘their customers. Tha trade ‘of Ed- 
mionton is essentially a wholesale 
trade. There is ample competition in 
that trade here. The stocks of goods 

carried for the locaf trade are espeial- 
+ adapted to the trade of the whole 
of Northern Alberta. There is there- 
fore 12 mutuil advartage throughout 
the region affected in the distributing 
rates now. arranged: for. 

Regarding the coast and Kootenay 
trade in oats ‘he rajlway men were 
confident that Edmonton could hold 
both muirkets agains’ United Sjiates 
competition at present raies. They 
figure the rate from Spokane, the 
trade centre of our produce competi- 
tions in the Kootenay trade, to Nel- 
son at 25c per hundred. The duty is 
30c per bundred. A total of 5oc per 
hundred of freight and duty from 
Spokane o Nelson against the rail- 
way freight of 35¢ per 100 from Ed- 
monton. Leaving a difference of 20c 
per hundred in favor of the Edmon- 
ton producer and dealer. 

Regarding the coast trade the rail- 
way men ligured that even if oats 
were carried from the cegtres of pro- 
duction to Vancouver at 10c per 100, 
the duty of 30c would ‘make the tot al 
of freight and duty 40c against the 

railway rate of 35¢c from Edmonton. 
Leaving 5c per hundged in favor of 
Edmonton. Asked if it were not ‘pos- 
sible that United States railways gave 

rates into Canada lower than their 
printed schedules the railway men re- 
plied that they did. not think so. 
Something very much jn favor of the 
Alberta producer this season was the 
searcity of feed grain in the Middle 
Western States which had given rise 
to such} a demand im the Spokpne 
region that vais were now quoted 
there at 34 cents a bushel. 

‘Asked in’ regard to the rates to 
Grand Forks and Greenwood in the 
Kettle rivet country, they stoutly 
maintained that only western Cana- 
dian oats were sold there. The rate 
was ten certs per hundred higher than 
to Nelson, but United States oats hav- 
ing to go in by way, of Nelson had to 
spay the same rate, and, therefore had 
no advantage. What ia occur when 
the new railway now being built up 
the valley of Kettle river from Mar- 
cus, Washington, to Cascade and 
Grand Forks in British Columbia, and 
then south again to the Republic Camp 


in the State of Washington, is com- 
pleted, as it will be this fall, they 
did not say. But possibly the rate will 
then be reduced. It will be noticed 


that in all calculations as to the pos- 
sibility of holding the heme market 
the railway company c almly appro- 
priates the duty. Our. rate is 30cenis 
but, say they, 50 long as the duty is 
30 cents the farmer can pay our rate 
and still compete. 

The railway party spoke very hope- 
fully of the outlook for oats Lhis sea- 


fon. in the Kglotenay Alberta was 
relieved from, the competilion from 
Spokane, aud although the Manitoba 


crop was large there appezred to (be 
favorable openings for the sale of oats 
in Europe this season. ‘he Manitoba 
dealers were looking in that direction 
and the ©. .P. R., was prepared ta go 
wery far in ‘aiding the movement. They 
held out the idea, that even ‘Edmon- 
ton’s surplus over Kootenay demands 
might find an outlet eastward. The 
dealers present, however, did not seem 
to view that prospect with much hape, 
and set their faces strongly towards 
the outlet on the Pacific. Mr. Macs 
Innes had no doubt that trade could 
be done with the Yukon next spring. 
He instanced the shipment of cattle 
which at first went to the Yukon from 
the States but now, weut almost en- 
tirely from Alberia. The same might 
be done with oats, but be feared the 
demand was limited. 

Speaking of the demand for other 
articles of farm. produce Mr. M@c- 
Innes said that the railway carried an 
immense amount of bacon, butter, 
eggs and poultry from the States and 
Eastern Canada inio the Kootenjy. 
All these products could and should be 
supplied from the farms of Alberta, 
the western farmer getting the advan- 
tage of th: shorter rail haul. There 
is a large amount of hay ramets 

Kootenay every year, as prac po - 
nye hay i grown there. The hay 
used .com>s aimost entirely from 
Washington, and very little from Al- 
berta. The reason is that the Wask-

ington fay is timothy while the Al- 
berta hay is wild. Timothy is so much 
preferred to any other hay that the 
difference in price is no object. If Al- 
berta farmers want a share of the 
hay trade of the Koptenay they must 
raise timothy. A considerable amount 
of timothy is raised im ‘the Pincher 
Creek district for the Kootenay trade. 

Mr. MacInnes also spoke of barley. 
He said that the barley used in the 
breweries and malt houses of British 
Columbia nearly all came from Cali- 
pr high duty and freight. 

ey; was preferred be- 
cause of its bright color, but no doubt 
if proper care were taken Alberta bar- 
ley could. be marketed. in condition for 
that trade. Even the Calgary brew- 
ery and malt house, which used a‘large 
amount of barley every year brought 
most of it from east of Moose Jaw. 

Although somewhat aside from the 
main purpose of the meeting these are 
facts that our farmers and dealers 
should know. In view of a possible 
esongestion of the market for oats if 
production continues to increase, it 
is well to be posted in. regard toa de- 

mand for other classes of produce for 
which our country is adapted, most 
of which are really more profitable 
than the favorite crop of oats. 

The railway party went south on the 
regular train of Tuesday, Messrs. Mac- 
Innes and Lanigan going on to the 
coast where Mr. MacInnes promised to 
look up information regarding ocean 
rates to possible markets. It is to 
be hoped their bright views regarding 


the market for oais during the com- 
ing winter will prove to be correct.

He stated. that the C. & E. railway 
were quite w fling that a connnection 
should be made, and that they had 
notiffed Mackenzie & Mann to that ef- 
fect, at the same time stating that 
an agreement between the two com- 
panies should be drawn up. Mr. 
Brooks furthe~ stated that he under- 
stood some time ago that Mackenzie 


& Mann were to instruct their chief 
splicttor in Toronto, to see the solici- 
tor of the C. & E. railway, fee that so 
far as he knew they bad not! done)\so. 
Mr. Brooks also said that the agree- 
ment would be quite a simple one, and 
would take a very short time to pre- 
pare, and that any delay was certainly 
not on the part of the C. & E. railway 
who have no objection whatever to the 
connection.

next three weeks we may perhaps re-

LAND SLIDES. 
- The wet weather of the last two 
seasons has brought to a crisis the 
impending land slides along the hii! 
face in the eastern end of town. The 
situation has now become one of grave 
importance to property holders along 
the stretch affected. a distance of 
eome 500 yards. ‘The affected locality 


lies between G. Berg’s new. residence 
eastward to the “Cliff,” the residence 


of W. S. Edmiston. Along the, hili 
front the earth is splitting and sink- 
ing, the face of the hill sliding down- 
ward. These cracks run in different 
places, but aiways parallel to the river 
and about twenty feet back from) ‘the 
hill brow. Fortunately, buildings 
along this stretch sre not numerous 
and those that are there are of a {na- 
ture to be readily; moved, with one or 
two exceptions. Several property 
holders along this stretch are now 
taking frecautions to guard agaiust 
going over the hill by moving their 
buildings. W.S. Edmiston’s house has 
bow been moved ‘to a safe. portion of 
the lot. It is uxder this affected lo- 
cality that many goal mines yum and 
a question a~ises whether the slides 
are caused by excavations for  eaal 
underneath or fiom merely natural 
vauses. The cracks fately showed 
themselves back of Lerg’s bakery, 
now owned by Mr. Dodge. His stable 
is badly titted’ *y the sinking of the 
earth and his brick bake oven affected 
as well. Evidence of rplitting and 
sinking is also ghowirg in the vicinity 
of the new: stab’e erected by Mr. Berg 
on his property just eest of tha Rob- 
ertson ball. The cracking seems to 
end at the old trail which formerly 
ran over th» hill east of the, hall. 

Opposite the old Columbia hotel is 
the first great crack. Here the hill 
face foir a distance of at least fifty 
yards has broken off sharply and sunk 
ip a depth of ten feet. Thei sunken 
portion, has tot falfen outward but 
simply gone down leaving its grassy 
sod as leve’ as that of the unmoved. 
bank from which it parted. A per- 
fectly perpendicular wall of cl 1y is 
left on the unmoved benk. The next 
great cracking and sinking occurs on 
Cliffe street, where the road original- 
ly wound around the hill face south of 
John E. Graham’s residence and in 
front of the former residence of p 
Cowie. r 

A great quantity of earth here sunk, 
completely stopping traffic gver that 
portion of the s*reet apd doing much 
damage to tle few houses which were 
in the locality. The sinking here is 
at least ten feet deep. A kitchen at- 
tached toa litile house just south’ of 
Mr. Grabam’s residence has coliapsed 
ad the eaxth gplit divided it, from the 
house and took its foundations away. 
I. Cowie’s former residence is very 
badly tilted, and Ditirich’s house had 
sunk three or four feet and is now be- 
ing moved away. At W.S. Edmiston’s 
the next fall and the heaviest one Of 
all is ta be seen. His residence oc- 
cupied a commanding position gn an 
eminence overlooking the river. The 
face of this hill has siid away leaving 
a precipice forty feet deep directly 
even with the; southern end of his 
hhouse. So dangerous was Mr. Ed- 
miston’s position. that he moved out 
ationce and set to work, to have the 
Jjouse moved to safer quarters, which 
has been done. The slides have made 
material alterations in the topography 
of the locality. The flat around Hum- 
fberstone’s coal mire has not escaped. 
Lying, as! it does. just below the high 
bank where all the big slides have, oc- 
curred the contortions of the coun- 
jiry. have affected it to the extent of 
putting all ihe houses out of plumb 
and temporarily interfering with the 
niining of coal at Humbersione’s mine. 
His house is also cracking. An odd 
feature of the slideg is that of all jthe 
earth that bas changed places it is 
impossible to see where any of it has 
gone. S. Moran's old residence, part 
pe the way down the Cliffe street 
grade, is standing somewhat on its 
end and has been deserted by its oc- 
cupants. The cracking) and sliding 
still continues. Much difference of 
ppinion exists, as to the cause. Three 
causes are assigned: The action of the 
rains, undermining by the river, and 
undermining by coal shafts. It is 
claimed that the damage to the prop- 
erty in front of the Columbia was 
due in the first place to the explosion 
t(} a great deal of dynamite, there on 
the last 4th of July. These explosions 
opened cracks in the earth in which 
the water soaked and did the rest. 

These slides are confined to the east 
ead of town and te a sincle row of lots 
abutting on the high bank of the yval- 
ley. They are east of the business and 
principal residental portions of the 
town which are not affected, even 
along the row of the hill. The slides 
are confined; to the part under which 
coal mining has been principally car- 


ried on. : ‘

WEATHER AND CROPS. 

Snow, fell heavily on Saturday, night 
last. A little fell during Sunday, 
Monday and Tuesday, without in- 
creasing the depth, however, Although 
the weather was chilly there was very 
little frost or wind. Of course stand- 
ing grain was laid flat and many, 
branches of ornamental trees rwere 
broken off by the weight, of wet snow. 
No snow ‘or rdin has fallen during 
Wednesday, Thursday or to-day. The 
sky has been cloudy and the air damp; 
sa that although there was sufficient 
warmth to melt’ the snow it went 
Slowly. There is) stil a great dea} in 
sight, Sut it will be gone from all, 
but sheltered places by this evening. 

The roads are of course in a ter- 
rible condition. They were dry and 
good before the snuw fall and have 
not yet  berome worked into deep 
holes, hut the mud is = universal. 
Wheeled traffic to town has been al- 
most suspended for the week, 

The condition of the crop is that all 
ithe wheat and barley is cut and in 
stook or Stack. A large pact of the 
oats is aiso cut. In some settlements 
all the crop is cut and, ip others from 
a quarter to a third is still uneut. 
This condition prevails chiefly in the 
newer settlements. The general opin- 
ion, is that grain in stopk will be very 
little the worse of the snow, Loosely | 
built stacks, however, will probably 
have to be opened. The uncut grain 
has been laid very flat, but fortunate- 
ly in one direction. There is no doubt 
from the experience of last year that 
the binders will take it up. As it is 
all pats the quality of the grain will 
not suffer;much. There will be a loss 
by shelling, however, and delay and 
extra expense in cutting. Although 
snow looks worse than rain it ix not 
nearly so damaging. 

The snow fall extended over Almost j 
the whole Northwest. All points be- 
iween Edmonton and Calgary report 
Snow except Lacombe and Olds.
